Very  rare.  The  play  is  founded  on  Gascoigne's  tract  "The  Spoyle 
of  Antwerpe"  (1576),  in  which  the  author  gives  a  description  of  ttie 
massacre  known  as  "The  Spanish  Fury".  The  names  of  at  least  four 
famous  dramatists  have  at  one  time  or  another  been  connected  with 
the  play:  Shakespeare,  Marlowe,  Lodge  and  Marston;  but  sufficient 
evidence  is  not  available  for  any  of  these  hypotheses.  According  to 
a  late  editor,  Mr.  R.  Simpson,  Shakespeare  may  have  exercised  some 
general  superintendence  over  its  composition,  which  he  believes  to  have 
been  the  work  of  Marston. 

Perfect  copies  are  extremely  scarce.  Both  the  Bodleian  and  British 
Museum  copies  lack  one  or  two  leaves  of  the  last  signature.

The  Huth  Library  contained  a  copy,  but  a  poor  one.  It  was  pub- 
lished on  the  occasion  of  the  rebellious  movements  in  Lincolnshire 
and  Yorkshire — the  Pilgrimage  of  Grace — in  the  year  in  which  it  is 
dated;  and  from  an  historical  point  of  view  it  is  of  great  interest, 
independently  of  the  excellent  and  genuine  idiomatic  English  in  which 
it  is  written.

A  continuation  up  to  1377  made  a  second  form,  and  the  third  extends 
to  1419.

Of  excessive  rarity.  There  were  at  least  three  editions  of  this  book. 
Of  the  first,  printed  before  1567,  but  the  exact  date  of  which  is  un- 
known, only  a  fragment  remains;  the  second  appeared  in  1567,  and  sur- 
vives in  a  single  copy,  wanting  a  leaf,  in  the  Bodleian  Library;  the 
third  was  printed  in  1570,  as  above  described.  Only  one  other  perfect 
copy  is  known. 

The  Bodleian  copy  of  the  edition  of  1567  formerly  belonged  to  Edward 
Alleyn,  and  was  obtained  by  Malone  from  Dulwich  College.  It  has 
been  reprinted  by  Collier,  the  missing  leaf  being  supplied  from  the 
later  impression.  Like  the  copy  of  1570,  it  purports  on  the  title-page 
to  have  been  "newly  corrected,  with  additions",  and  in  the  dedication 
the  author  distinctly  refers  to  the  earlier  book.

In  the  First  Edition  of  this  book  occurs  the  first  mention 
of  Shakespeare.  The  excessive  rarity  of  the  earlier  editions  of  the 
book  is  shown  by  Sir  Sidney  Lee's  article  in  the  Dictionary  of  National 
Biography,  where  it  is  stated  that  the  only  known  copies  are:  First 
Edition,  1594,  two  perfect  copies,  and  one  imperfect;  Second  and  Third 
Editions,  none  at  all;  Fourth  Edition,  one  copy;  and  Fifth  Edition, 
one  in  the  British  Museum,  then  believed  to  be  unique.  That  copy, 
however,  is  imperfect.  The  Fourth  Edition  above  referred  to  is  an 
issue  of  1605,  and  Lee  further  states  that  the  issue  of  1609  was  prob- 
ably a  remainder  of  this  Fourth  Edition. 

This  is  the  book  that  has  been  cited  in  connection  with  Shakespeare's 
erotic  tendencies,  and  the  mystery  of  his  Sonnets.  The  chaste  Avisa 
holds  converse — first  as  a  maid,  and  later  as  a  wife — with  a  series 
of  passionate  adorers;  but  she  resolutely  repulses  their  advances. 
Midway  through  the  bock  the  author  is  introduced  in  his  own  person 
as  an  ardent  wooer,  and  the  last  twenty-nine  cantos  rehearse  his 
woes  and  Avisa's  obduracy.  For  some  time  he  pines  secretly,  and 
then,  "not  able  any  longer  to  endure  the  burning  heat  of  so  fervent 
a  humour,  bewrayeth  the  secrecy  of  his  disease  unto  his  familiar 
friend  W.  S.,  who  not  long  before  had  tried  the  courtesy  of  the  like 
passion  and  was  now  newly  recovered  of  the  like  infection".  "W.  S.", 
having  himself  suffered  severely  and  recently,  as  stated,  from  the 
femineity  of  a  woman  (the  "Dark  Lady"  of  the  Sonnets,  it  is  sug- 
gested), is  interested  in  the  exhibition  of  a  fellow  creature,  and  views 
"the  course  of  this  loving  comedy"  to  see  "whether  it  would  sort  to 
a  happier  end  for  this  new  actor  than  it  did  for  the  old  actor".  In 
two  cantos  he  is  introduced  in  dialogue  with  Willobie,  and  gives  him 
"light-hearted  and  mocking  counsel".  It  is  easy  to  conceive  Shakes- 
peare playing  such  a  part,  while  quietly  studying  the  psychology  of 
his  own  or  another's  reactions  to  passion  and  pain.  See  Sir  Sidney 
Lee,  "Life  of  Shakespeare";  Gerald  Massey;  and  Oscar  Wilde's 
"The  Portrait  of  Mr.  W.  H."
